Justice North's decision in a London 


:ourt that pri\atc photographs are mi- 
\-atepiopertvi-, a leassertion, or latlier 
r> natural application, of a principle 
which should be familiar. Unscrupulous 
photographers have claimed the light to 
sell and exhibit photographs of their 
customers against their will, and there 
have been legal opinions continuing this 
extraordinary view. Thus it has been 
held that the" employment and payment 
of a photographei to leproduce the feat- 
ures of a pmato person, for the latter's 
private purposes, gave the photographer 
a right to use tho negative for the pub- 
lication of photographs for public sale. 
Justice North, however, declares the 
photographer wholly in the v, rang, and 
aptly sa;, s that while the negative be- 
longs to 'the photographer tho copyiight 
is \ested in the person photogi.iphed. 
This eminently sensible decision should 
check a pia< tico common abroad. For- 
tunatelv, this e\il has been less prevalent 
here, although it exists, and American 
courts, we believe, have decided that the 
photographer has no right to make mer- 
chandise of the likene^es of private cus- 
tomers.— Frank Lesl.e's Newspaper

Bread in Norway. 


Bread making, writes a correspondent 


in Norway to the London Telegraph, was 
another industry which we had a good 
opportunity of seeing while we changed 
horses at one of the stations. Contrary 
to our expectations, we found white 
bi«ael everywhere, 
but the common 


biead is a heavy bread, tho chief in- 
gredient of which is rye. It is always 
sour; the housewife intends it to be so. 
They also have "flat bread," mado of 
potatoes and rye. 
It-was this kind of 


bread that the two women whom we 
happened in upon were making. They 
were in a little undei ground room, un- 
b'ghted except from tho door. 
The 


walls were of stone and tho floor was 
of earth. 
They were seated on either 


side of a long, low table, upon which 
were huge mounds of dough. 
The 


one nearest the door cut off a piece of 
this and molded it and rolled it out to a 
certain degree of thinness; then the other 
one took it, and with the greatest care 
rolled it still more. At her right hand 
was the fireplace, and upon the coals was 
a red piece of iron, forming a huge 
griddle more than half a yard across. 
Tho bread matched this in size very 
nearly when it was ready to be baked, 
and it was sf read out and turned upon 
the griddle with great dexterity, and as 
soon as it was baked it was added to a 
great heap on the floor. Tho woman said 
she should continue to bake bread for 
forty days. She had a large family of 
men, who consumed a great deal. They 
had to bal;e very often in consequence. 
In many places they do not bake bread 
oftenei ihan twice a year; then it is a 
circumstance like haying or harvesting.

Veloclly of Light. 


The Danish astronomer, Olaus Rpmer, 


made the discovery of the velocity of 
ight while taking observations of the 
eclipse of Jupiter's satellites in 1870. He 
"ound that the eclipses of the satellites 
seemed to be retarded as the earth moved 
farther away from the planet; that they 
occurred too soon when the earth was 
nearest and too late when it was farthest 
away from Jupiter. 
The astronomer 


found that this retardation of the occur- 
rence of the eclipses could only be ac- 
counted for satisfactorily by the time 
that the light would take in crossing the 
earth's orbit, and that, calculating the 
time occupied in accomplishing this, the 
velocity of light was 192,500 miles a 
second. The best determinations made 
by the more accurate observations of 
modern times make the velocity about 
180,300 miles a second.—New York Tele- 
gram

Mexican would never be charged with 
the crima of practical joking. In fact an 
American would think more than twice 
before lie tampered, jokingly, with the 
quiet dignity and solemnity, two char- 
acteristically intuitive qualities of the 
Mexican Don, owing to the latter's readi- 
ness with the revolver and dexterity with 
the stiletto. 


Vet on occasion the Mexicans, from the 


little toddling boy to the white haired 
Don and the flark eyed Senorita to the 
old wrinkled Senora, are the greatest of 
all practical jokers. It becomes a sort 
of mania with them, as it did with their 
ancestors hundreds of years ago. 


Dec. 2.S. the anniversary of the slaugh- 


ter of the Holy Innocents, as the babes 
who were killed by King Herod on the 
birth of Christ are known, is the day of 
all others in Mexico. 
Tli3 arrival of 


Fiesta ile 
los 
Santos Inocentes 
is 


anxiously looked for every year, and 
when it comes it is observed without 
stint. The exact origin of this peculiar 
day as one devoted to practical joking 
has l>cen lost, HO ancient, is the custom in 
Spain. 


The fact that it is spoken of as the day 


of Holy Innocents seems to have inspired 
the Spaniards with the idea of making 
innocents or fools of one anoLherand any 
one else that can possibly be victimized. 
Ever since this happy thought occurred 
to some ingenious Spaniard some time in 
the Fourteenth century the day has been 
duly recognized. 


BOOL'S NEWSPAIT.K SCAHE3. 


The wavs of celebrating it are, of 


course, many and varied. Mexico offers 
a particularly fertile iield in this peculiar 
pastime, owing to the eruptive tendency 
of 
tin; government and people. 
A 


country in which a citizen inquires of 
his neighbor the first thing each day, 
"Whi> is president this morninjrV" natur- 
ally affords an ingenious practical joker 
abundant material for unlimited pranks. 


The newspapers are the leaders in re- 


cognizing the day after the popular form. 
All sorts of bogus stories are artfully 
written so as to create immense excite- 
ment, yet the circumstantial facts an; so 
related" that suspicion is seldom aroused. 
High government officials are generally 
assassinated (in print) and robberies com- 
mitted of great magnitude. 


On one occasion a gold mine of fab- 


ulous wealth and extent was discovered 
four miles out of the City of Mexico, and 
the same day two-thirds' of the popula- 
tion of the town had forsaken their 
homes to hunt for the mythical bonanza. 


Another favorite mode of paying court 


to the Holy Innocents is to frighten the 
population of a small village some miles 
out from thecnpitnl by publishing alarm- 
ing stories < > f a threatened raid by bands 
of bloo.Uhirsty 
Indians and 
fiamlits. 


Mounted couriers in the employ of tin; 
newspapers leave the larger city with 
abundant s;i;>pli!'s of the newspapers, 
and, 
tlashin.^ at 
full speed into the 


doomed town, throw the residents into 
a panic bv reading from the public 
squares tile horrible fate tli:it awaits 
them. 
In a few minutes the whole 


place is ill a terrible state of commotion, 
and in another hour the town is com- 
pletely deserted. 
Kvcry one takes to 


tin; high road and makes the best time 
possible tM the large)- city and safety. 


When til' 
1 hoax is discovered, no mat- 


ter what the co.'t to tile victims, no 
troulile ever cmaics. They pack up their 
goudr:, collect their families and return 
in high good humor to their homes, 
thankful that they have, them to go to, 
and promising one another that they 
will not allow themselves to bo fooled 
next year. 


Yet when next year docs como and 


with it the terrible news that yellow 
fever or some other deadly scourge is 
raging in the vicinity, threatening to 
dejiopulalc the whole town by its rav- 
ages, the people forget the resolutions 
formulated the previous year. 
Provi- 


sions are hastily packed and safety is 
sought in the nearby bills and moun- 
tains. 
In one instance, six families 


lived in the open air for ten days before 
the joke perpetrated upon them was dis- 
covered.

Pranks at the expense of private indi- 


viduals are the commonest mode of cele- 
brating the dav. 
It is no uncommon 


thing for a wealthy old Don walking iu 
a secluded portion of the town to lind 
himself suddenly confronted by two 
masked marauders, with revolvers in 
their hands and knives in their belts, 
who command him to give up his valu- 
ables quietly or they will take his life 
mid valuables both. The next day he is 
niit greatly surprised when he receives 
his valuables, accompanied by 11 cask of 
wine and a neat little note, staling that 
he was merely made a temporary sacri- 
fice to King Herod. 


On one occasion notices in all the 


daily papers in the City of Mexico an- 
nounced that a grand bull fight would 
occur on the afternoon of Dec. SS, and 
that, as the aduiittanco to the amphi- 
theatre on this occasion would cost noth- 
ing, every one was cautioned to be on 
hand early. 


Long before midday the people were 


pouring into the immenso building in 
hordes. Although the first encounter 
was not to take place until 2 o'clock, tho 
building was jammed to its utmost by 1 
o'clock.
